1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are currently pending. Please take notice of the election of species 
requirement beginning at paragraph 3. To be fully responsive, applicant must fulfill this 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8 and 17, drawn to a formulation comprising green tea extract, Coleus 
forskohlii extract, yerba mate extract and Betula alba extract. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-16 and 18, drawn to a formulation comprising green tea extract, Coleus 
forskohlii extract, Guarana extract and Betula alba extract. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the linking feature between the two groups of 
invention is a composition containing green tea extract, C. forskohlii (forskolin) extract, and B. 
alba (white birch) extract. This combination is known in the art as shown by claim 1 of Maes 
(US 2008/0213202). Thus, the two groups of invention lack unity because the linking feature is 
not a special technical feature. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Method for extraction of green tea selected from those listed in claims 3,4, 11 or 12.
